AN OPIUM SENSATION. 


Threo First-class 
_ Passengers Arrosted. 


—e— 


Alleged Unearthing of Hage 
Smuggling System. 


A sonsation was created among 
the firat-olasa passengera on board 
the Mishims Maru yesterday soon 
after her arrival in port from 
London whon it was learned that 
three of their number—two ladies 
and a géntleman—had been 
arrested in connection with the al- 
leged importation inte the Colony 
of a large quantity of opium. 
There was o sequel tothe arrests 
at the Police Court this morning, 
when, before Mr. Hazeland, 
Edmund Walter Hickrath, aged 
81, described 19 4 merchant, of 
England; Ethel Roarden, aged 
87, of Now York, ond Madame 
Emilie Delcsire, of France; were 
charged with importing or aiding 
and abetting the importation of 
374 Iba, of opium intothe Colony 
by tho Mishimn Mara, Thore was 
a ‘second obarge against the 
defendants of being in possession 
without a permit from the Sup- 
erintendext of Police. 

The proseontion was conducted 
by Mr, King T. A. (A.8.P.) whilst 
Mr. Mason, of Messrs, D’Almada 
and Mason, defended.. 

Mr, King said that the charge 
was first made out showing. thut 
374 lbs, ware found, bat he asked 
that the charge should be amend- 
ed to 707 Ibs., 05 sinos the charge 

' waa drafted more opium had bssa 
found on tho ship. 

Mr. Mason, io entering a ploa 
of not guilty, ssid he anderstood 
that it waa inevitable that the caso 
could not bo finished that morn- 
ing, and when the case came on 
again, counsel would appear. 

Mr. King, in opening the case, 
said that tho facts wore that on 
the arrival of the Mishima Maru 
yesterday morning, the Police 
bonrded tho ship and searched the 
luggsgo of the three defondanta, 
The male defendant had a cabin 
trank only, There were four 
trunks found in the fore-hold and 
four in tho after-hold bearing the 
names of the two female defen- 
dants. Four were found yeater- 
day, and four were found thia 
morning. Al contained opinm 
and nothing élae. They were 
hermetically sealed, tin-lined 
tranks, putinto ordinary travell- 
ing tranke, looked aad roped. 
Four were labelled os belonging 
to Mra. Rearden and four to 

‘madsme Delesire. The whole 
eight contsined nothing but 

‘ opiam, When they were brought 
out, various keys were tried to 
open the traoks. Of the four 
tranke seized yesterday, the male 
defendants’ keys opened two, 
Mr. Bearden’s keys opened: one, 
whilet the fourth bor had to be 
broken open. With ragard to 
the four boxes found this morao- 
ing, threo were opened with keys 
belonging to the male defendant 
and one with a key belonging to 
Mre.Reardoo. Ho(Mr.King) would 
prove thet yosterday the male 
defendant gave instructions to 
one of the officers of the ship as 
to the disposal of four oat.2a which 
the police now had in thoir 
posweasion. He was also going 
to call a: man who had boon 
arrested in Shanghai with a 
lerge quantity of opium-in his 
possession which had bean 
handed over to him in London by 
the defendant. =

The next witness called was 
the second steward, who also has 
charge of the baggage rom, 
Between 10.30 and 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning ho was delivor- 
ing luggage to pasiengera from 
the luggage room. He saw the 
police come on board and he was 
told to get the luggage of the 
three defendants and later’ ha was 
callad to .the Water Polios 
atation, ‘The defendants were all 
booked for Yokohama, The male 
defendant had one cabin trunk, 
which was keptin hiscabin, This 
came on board at London.. Ha 
hed no other luggage'in the hold. 
Mra, Reardon had one cabin trank 
and one suit case, besides forr 
packages in- the luggage room. 
The luggage. came on board at 
London, as did four packages 
under the name of Dolcsaire. 
They wero received on board from 
the Dock Company, 2s passengers’ 
luggage- 

Mr, King:—Wero these trunks 
pat on the ship’s manifest? 

Witnesa:—No. 

Mr, King:—Why not? 

Witnoss:—We don’t put ordin- 
ary passongera’ luggage in tho 
manifest, snd these were ship- 
ped as passengers’ luggage. 
Witness continued to say that the 
trunks were placed in the paresla 
room an. the baggage room. They 
were not touched until yesterday, 
when four were taken ont. Tha 
other four were taken ont this 
morning. Of those taken out 
yesterday, three oame from the 
parcala room and one from the 
baggage room. The three from 
the parcela room were taken ont 
first. Tha male defendant. 
gava witness instructions 
to take ont the four tranks, aay: 
ing the other four packages were 
to ba kept until they landed at 
Yokohama, when they were to bs 
placed in the N.Y. K's, Godown. 
The four cases found yasterdsy 
wore handed aver to the police, ag 
well as those found this morning. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mason, 
witness said ‘ha did not remember 
any other laggage coming on 
board for the defendants at 
London. : 

Mr. Mason:—Ag a matter of 
fact, there were a hat box, a carry- 
all and a wardrobes trank?— 
don't remember. 

Mason :=-Did the first de- 
fendant tell you it was his inten- 
tion to go ashore with these two

Mr. Mason said be wished to 
protest against the aoxt evidence 
boing taken, 

Mr. Hazeland asid he would

Thomas Olarence Horne, valet, 
a passenger on the Ketori Maru,in 
harbour from Shanghai to London, 
said ho arrived in Shanghai on 
November 20 on ‘the Kashima 
Mara, About September 28 ho 
waa introduced to the first do- 
fendant ‘in London who 
engaged him as 6 valet at 
aeslary of 2.8 week.
